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Labor Indicates

AUSTIN 
Reports that organized 
labor, at its Committee on 


Political Education (COPE) 
meeting in Austin last week- 
end, was wary of backing 
Sen. Henry Gonzalez of San 
Antonio for governor do not 
appear to be well founded. 


The facts, of which the Ob- 
server is unimpeachably apprised. 
but which were not. part of 


COPE’s press statements after its 
closed sessions, are that the politi- 
cal policy arm of AFL-CIO in 
Texas formally resolved to com- 
mend U. S. Sen. Ralph Yarbor- 
ough, State Sen. Henry Gonzalez, 
and ex-Sen. George Nokes for 
their records in public life 


The resolutions did not endorse 
candidates, but in each case they 
commended only the candidates 
named for their public 
and resolved to study, reproduce, 
and distribute their records, 
along with (as it put) the 
records of the other candidates in 
each of the races. AFL-CIO mem- 
were urged in each case to 
make their decisions on the basis

AFL-CIO thus will be distrib- 
uting to its members analyses of 
the voting records of each of the 
major candidates for U. S. 
tor, governor, and lieutenant gov- 
ernor. 

The Observer firmly 
stands that the unions will be sup-

mary. At the same time, union 
spokesmen have been cognizant 


of the possibility of an O’Daniel- 
Daniel runoff and have urged 
Gov. Daniel not to make labor an 
issue in the campaign. 

Hank Brown of San Antonio, 
educational director of the AFL- 
CIO in Texas, made a strong and 
much discussed speech for Gon- 
zalez in the COPE meeting, the 
Observer understands. 

In COPE’s announcement, it 
was stated that COPE decided to 
make no recommendations 
candidates in the three 
state races but rather to dis- 
tribute candidates’ records to 
union members with the recom- 
mendation they vote for those 
with the best records. Union 
labor in Texas traditionally has 
not endorsed candidates outright.

Ir HAD BEEN pleasant, 
sitting with the fraternity on the curb- 
ing outside Democratic executive com- 
mittee headquarters, waiting for the 
Gonzalez caravan (“He had a Mexi- 
can band with him,” the word had 
gone out). The press turn-out was big. 
The reporters had filed over from 
the Capitol in the pleasant spring aft- 
ernoon, and other writers and pho- 
tographers had come out of the woods. 


We had a pleasant chat with Bill 
Gardner from the Post. He got to 
telling me about the crack Governor 
Hobby got off one time against a cam- 
paign opponent who made a slurring 
reference to the Governor’s big ears.

TEXAS SURVIVES TWO SHOCKS 


(We have obtained a copy of Ed- 
ward P. Morgan’s ABC network 
broadcast from Texas late last month, 
which is of interest to Texans.—-Ed. ) 


My heart tonight is deep in the oily 
land mass of Texas and it is pulsing 
not only with compassion but with ad- 
miration and hope. Word filters 
through the Cactus Curtain that the 
Lone Star State has undergone an 
ordeal by fire and emerged, as from a 
kind of intellectual Alamo, with flam- 
ing, though not really radical, colors. 


Consider the tortured circumstan- 
ces: A Texan became a nero of the 
Soviet Union and, in broad ‘aiylight, 
an ex-Communist appeared on_ the 
campus of Southern Methodist Uni- 
versity in Dallas. Either one of these 
two events might be enough to sub- 
vert whole dominions of lesser vigi- 
lance but even after the combined im- 
pact of both, lo and behold, the state 
this morning awoke completely intact 
and, so far as has been reported, not a 
Cadillac or an oil pump has skipped 
a beat. 


Some credit for this feat of sur- 
vival must surely go to that south- 
western citadel of alert and fearless 
journalism, the Dallas Morning News. 
It refused to be taken in by the fact 
that a young giant, six feet four 
inches in length, from Kilgore in the 
East Texas oilfields by the name of 
Van Cliburn had won first prize in 
the international Tchaikovsky piano 
competition in Moscow. While sev- 
eral other, obviously reckless, Texas 
papers and that left-wing New York 
Times were splashing the story of 
Cliburn’s triumph on page one, the 
Dallas News concentrated its coverage 
back toward the classified ads. Un- 
doubtedly this strategy was adopted 
in order not to startle, unduly, its 
readership. Apparently it worked. Not
